King, who was postmaster general 
during a portion of Buchanan's admin- 
istration, died in this city at 8:30 
Thursday morning. He was In his 
NtUh year and died from the effects of 
an attack of grip His wife survives 
him. Horatio King came here from 
Paris, Me., and was appointed first 
assistant postmaater general in 1354, 
serving under Postmaster Oeneral 
Holt. President Buchanan, less than 
a month before hia term expired, ap- 
pointed Mr. King postmaster general. 
He served in that capaoity from Feb- 
ruary 1, 1801, until March 8 following, 
when he was succeeded by Montgomery 
Blair.
